Their reporta caused the author- 
ities to take iramediate steps to start 
measures of relief. 


The array, the navy and the civilinn 
authorities received orders from Rome to 
render mutual aid in the work of rescur. 
The aid of the Red Cross was quickly 
enlisted. 
Interruption of i-ailroads ami 
telegraphs made it impossible to obtain 
any accurat,e details as to the loss of 
Hf^.

will reach every resident of Fort Wayne 
and t h a t by Satnrday night the sci-ond 
citv in Indiana-will be first in the mat- 
ter of cleanliness. 


What the City Will Do. 


TTnder the direction of Herman Strodel, 
superintendent of streets, four carts with 
a full complement of men Avill take each 
section of the city and will undertake to 
haul away the tilings that are generally 
taken care of by the garbage colleiiting 
department. 


This means that all garbage, tin cans, 
bottles and other accumulations t h a t can 
be packed in barrels will be hauled away, 
ft is not intended to include in thia old 
bed springs and articles of a bulky na-

Steady Supply of Vegetables Can Be 
Gotten from Small Back Yard Garden 


Specialists of U. S. Govern- 
ment Department of Agri- 
culture 
Suggest 
Plan 
Whereby Two and Three 
Crops Can Be Raised on 
Plot 25 by 70 Feet. 


Waphington. 
May f).—A small 
back- 
yard vegetable garden ran be made to 
raise two or three crops dtiring a seaBon. 
and thus give the average family a nearly 
continuous supply of fresh vegetables at 
small 
expense. 
/Failure 
to make 
the 
ground yield two or three crops is the 
principal reason that many city dwellers 
find small yard vegetii.ble patches hardly 
worth while. 
At considerable trouble and 
expense they prepare a garden bed and 
then, when one crop is over, allow the 
land to lie idle for the rest of the season, 
instead of being made to produce other 
vegetables. 
Where the two and three- 
crop system 
is employed, specialists of 
the United States department of agricul- 
ture say a plot as small as\35x70 feet 
will be well worth cultivating, aside from 
the pleasure which the actual work gives 
to adults and children. 


One such city 
garden is so well ar- 
ranged and so successful that a special- 
ist of the department has made the ac- 
companying diagram of it and has fur- 
nished 
the 
following 
description 
aa 
a 
guide to city people who would like to 
raise their own green vegetables in an 
area not larger than 25x70 feet. The same 
plan, however, is equally xiseful to those 
who wish to have a small garden patc-h in 
a larger vard. 
It also should convince 
those who feel the call of the wild, and 
who have the ambition to engage in gar- 
dening, that 110 large area is necessary 
to make home vegetable raising worth 
while. 
Description of a Two and Three Crop 
Backyard Garden. 


The plot of land 
which 
is 
pictured 
consisted of an area 25 feet wide and 
some 70 feet deep, bounded on two sides 
by a board fence about six feet high and 
on one end by the house and on the other 
by an alley with a small shed occupying 
a' portion 'of 
the alley 
frontage. 
This 
garden provided space for 
fifteen 
grape 


•V ines. 
Seven vines were planted close to 
the fence on either side and were trained 
to it. The 
fifteenth 
vine was planted at 
the end of the shed and the arbor over 
which it was trained was raised about 
eighteen inches above the top of the shed 
roof. 
On either side of the yard and 
about three and one-half 
or four 
feet 
from the fence WHS a narrow 
flagstone 
walk. 
On either side of the walk a row 
of strawberry plants were placed about 
fifteen 
inches apart, so that there were 
four roAvs of strawberries practically the 
full length 
of the yard. 
Between 
the 
grape vines and about half way between 
the walk and the fence currant bushes 
were planted and between the 
currant 
bushes and the strawberry plants some 
low-growing 
vegetables 
such as 
beans, 
peppers, 
eggplants 
and 
the 
like w^ere 
planted, while between the two walks an 
aera, wh-ich was about twelve feet wide, 
was devoted to garden purposes.' 


Tn this area the rows of low-growing, 
quick-maturing, early 
vegetables 
were 
planted BO t h a t - a t proper intervals be- 
tween them later ma.tiiring sorts could 
be flispersed. 
The early plantings con- 
sisted of rows of radishes, early beets, 
lettuce, carrots and a few parsnips, the 
latter being placed so that they 
could 
have the benefit of the entire growing 
season, while between were placed 
first 
I'ows of radishe.s and lettuce and later 
bunch beans. 
The beets, later in 
the 
season, gave way to a few late cabbage 
plants. 
An area*twas devoted to a dozen 
tomato plants trained to a single stem 
on stakes about four feet high. 
These 
were planted about eighteen inches apart 
in each direction, Avhich gave them ample 
room for maturity. 
It was 
necessary, 
however, that 
the 
site 
for 
tomatoes 
should be as sunny as practicable. 
Tn the 
least sunny portion of the yard early and

Tn this plan all the vegetables named are planted in "rows across from the 
inside lateral rows of strawberries. 
As rapidly as each kind of peafe matures and 
the crop is over, kale is planted in its place. 
The ground 
to be used for to- 
matoes is first planted with onion sets, and these onions are used as rapidly as 
needed. 
When the time comes to set out the tomatoes, some of th/> onions are 
dug to make space for the tomato plants. 
When the tomato crop is over the 
'ground is occupied by silinach as the third crop. Spinach is also planted as soon 
as the bulb onions from the side are gathered. 
The beans, carrots and peas are 
supceeded by late cabbage, and between the rows of late cabbage 
"potato-onioTi"' 
sets are planted. 
Late beans are' planted 
between the*'roAv^ of parsnips after 
the radishes and lettiice have been gathered. 


late peas were planted, together with a 
row of sweet peas to supply a few much- 
prized blossoms for the table. 


Before the tomatoes are planted, onion 
sets ocnipied the ai*ea and were a l l o w d 
to remain until large enough for use or 
until it was necessarj' to thin them in 
certain areas to make space for planting 
the tomatoes. 
A few parslej" plants were 
platted in a. convenient corner, where thoy 
did not receive too much sunlight, but 
where the environment 
was as cool as 


supply of green succulents might be had 
during the winter and early spring. 


This garden area was well drained and 
made very rich by the addition of high- 
grade fertilizers such as dried blood and 
bone meal, and an abundant supply of 
well-rotted stable marfure.

Tliey have been 
tlie p'ub.jccts of 
scores of interviews and doscrii>tive ar- 
ticles in which the writei- descrilied theii' 
strong and weak ¡loints as lie saw tliem. 
The following on Ouimet's play is typi- 
cal: 


"Mr. Ouimet's appearan(v is \-astly dif- 
ferent from that witli whicii 
American 
photographs ha,ve lìinde us famìHai-, and. 
so far from being tiie long, lanl; yout'n 
most of us liave pictvu-ed liim, lie is a, 
powerfulh" bv.ilt pla\er witii an immense 
reach, 
wiiich becomes 
\'er,v 
noticealile 
when he stretches bis arms out in the 
follow thi'ough of his drive. 


"His style is too good to jio.^sess rnucli 
that is remarkable, and the one notice- 
able exception i.s his grip, which is r;uite 
l.iec'uliar to himself. 
At least I have seen 
no player 
who liolds his cltibs 
in 
tiiis 
way, a.nd I\Ir. Ouimet knows of none !n 
the" states. 
The club is rea,!i>^ tield Ii>- 
the first three 
fingers 
of the riglit liand 
and the last three fingers cif the left. In- 
stead 
of 
the 
little 
finger 
of 
the 
riglit 
hand overlapping the lirst finger of thf 
left, as in tlie so-called Vardon grip, it 
actually interlocks with it, so that neither 
of these 
fingers 
is in complete 
contact 
with the shaft. 
It is not a style of grip 
which would 
suit 
everyboriy. 
but IVIr. 
Ouimet's muscular and rathei- large hands 
seem to make it -wxinderfully effective in 
his case. 


"His stance is rather a squa.re one. b'ut 
neither in that nor in his swing is there 
anything 
unorthodox. 
On 
the 
putting 
green he usually favors 
the 
'heels to- 
gether" sta.nce, which most of our Ameri- 
can visitors have adopted, but his style 
lis vei*j' easy and unconstrained. 
In short, 
he appèared to possess that most va.lu- 
Bble asset for a holes tournament—a, style 
^ h i c h 
gives a minimum of 
opportunity 
for going 'off.' 


"iUlter all, ho^wever, it seemed to me 
that the greatest strength of Mr. Ouimet's 
game lies in an infinite capacity for play- 
ing hla own game. 
Here is an instance of 
what 1 mean: 
As was natural in a four- 
ball match, it frequently happened 
that 
the destination of the hole was decided 
before all the players had putted out, but 
If Mr. Oulmet were one of those who had 
not putted he always tried the putt, even 
though it were only a. yard or so, for 
pràctice. 
The 
effect of this was, 
how- 
ever, that he was playing these putts as 
the other three players, their caddies and 
the handful of spectators, 
were 
moving 
t>k the green. 
The temptation 
to play 
h'urrledly oJ" carelessly would to most men 
have 
proved 
Irresistible, 
and 
even 
the 
movement of the little crowd would have 
distracted many a 
first-class 
player. 
But 
not so with Mr. Oulmet. 
He holed out

The accompanying illustrations 'show 
the present road and the projected route 
and an examination will show that the 
improvement is one that will bo welrmn- 
de by people who ha.ve to use the thor- 
oughfare. 
Beforr" the advent of the mi- 
tomobile the curve wai< not as objec- 
tionable as it is now. 


Team-drawn vehicles 
traveled 
much 
Blower and there was less danger of col- 
lision than with power vehicles and the 
big bend did not present the elemm' s of 
danger it now possesses. 
Auto owners 
are especially benefited by the change. 


When the road was built many years 
ago there was a stream in the little de,lta 
about which the road bends that cut so 


many uncalled for and rather odd girra- 
tions that the builders thought it more 
expeditious to build arouhd and across it. 


"If the road had been built as it is 
now projected it~would havp. been neceap« 
saiy to have crossed the stream three 
times, necessitating,

In the earlj' days when bicycle riding 
wa.s a fad there were a gi-eat many spills 
on this cm-ve.

Judge Dawson was a native of Dearborn 
county, Indiana, born in 1811.

The Discovery of Frances Slocum. 
While the incident has no direct connec- 
tion with the liistory of Fort 
\\'ayiic, 
the story 
of the discuvcry of 
Frances 
Slocum, - T h e lx>st Sister of W^'oming," 
by a F o r t W a y n e man, Colonel Georn-e W. 
Ewing, is of sufficient interest 
to"war- 
rant a reference here.-'^" 


One night in J a n u a r y , Colorxd Ewing. 
while on one of his trading e.xpeditions, 
reached the little Indian settlement 
on 
the "Jfississinne.wa river, in Miami county, 
Indiana, called Deaf Man's Village, named 
for a ^riami chief, She-pah-can-nali. 
At 
the cabin of ^luk-kons-kwa .(Little Bear 
W o m a n ) , 
widow 
of 
She-pah-kan-nah, 
Colonel Ewing was hospitably 
received 
as an old acquaintance of the familv. 
In 
I the course of a conversation the Avidow, 
, • who appeared to be depressed in spirit, 
! .-onfessed to Colonel EAving t h a t .she was 
\ not an Indian, but a white woman, .-.nd 
that she had been .stolen from her village 
home in the east when she was a child. 
She had forgotten all knowlegde of En»-- 
lish, 
but 
she 
remembered 
t h a t 
her 
father's name was Slocum, that tjie fam- 
ily livfxl on the banks of the 
Susque- 
hanna 
river, near a town where 
there 
was a fort. 


Stolen by the Indians. 


Such was the secret the woman 
had 
hoarded for 
fifty-eight 
years, fearful, in 
later times, to reveal it lest she would 
be forcibly compelled to return to civ- 
ilization. 
I t developed t h a t the child hatl 
been stolen in 1778, f r o m the home of hor 
father, J o n a t h a n Slocum, by three Dela- 
ware Indians, who carried her from the 
Wyoming valley into Ohio. She was then 
five years of age. 
Gr6wn to young wom- 
anhood, she married a young 
Delaware 
chief, who proved a good husband. 
Later, 
the tribe removed to 
the 
Mi.ssisinewa 
river in Indiana. 
The sorrowing Slocum 
farnlly sought for years to recover the, 
child, even a f t e • the father and, brother 
had 
been 
massacred 
by 
the 
savages. 
However, no word reached the east until 
Colonel Ewing Avrote t o the 
postmaster 
of Lancaster, Pa., asking for information 
concerning a family named Slocum from 
whom a child bad been stolen in revolu- 
tionary 
times. 
Although Wie postmas- 
ter was the proprietor of the Lancaster 
Intelligencer, he did not publish the let- 
ter, and Colonel Ewing's inquiry did not 
appear in print .tmtil a new editor, John 
W . Forney, took control of the 
paper. 
The letter appeared in a special edition 
of the publication, a copy of which came 
into the hands of Rev.. Samuel Bowman, 
who w a s familiar -with the Slocum kid- 
nap]îing incident.

Vera Cruz, Mexico, May 9.—It's great 
to have a few minutes of quiet eafety in 
Ver 
Cruz 
after the exhilarating 
trip 
across the enemy's lines that I just ex- 
perienced. 
Dodging bullets is far from 
being as pleasant as it eotinds, and when 
those 
bullets are the long, 
pencil-like 
Mausers t h a t go through one as a piece 
of barb wire, much of the pleasure of 
avoiding contact with 
them is lost in 
contemplation of the possibilities. 


Vera Cruz was too quiet for me this 
morning. 
As I write this in the even- 
ing it seems to be the nicest place in 
the world. 
For this lias been the most 
exciting day of my life. 


I made a trip j-esterday to our out- 
posts, six miles 
from Vera 
Cruz, and 
crossed over the federal lines Under a 
flag 
of truce. 
Lieutenant 
Fletcher, of 
Florida, was in charge of our party and 
we vreve all imarmed. 


"We went by train to the end of the 
track and then hiked two miles over the 
roadbed where the federals had torn u p 
the track to f r u s t r a t e an American ad- 
vance. 


There we met Maj. Jose 
Hei'nandez, 
and for once the }>Ioxirans rcspected our 
flag of truse (in this instance an old bath 
towel). 
With the Mexicans it's a régu- 
lai- and bloody pastime to draw o u t a 
party imder a flag of truce and then pro- 
ceed to massacre them where they stand. 
But I think in the past few days we have 
shot quite a little horse sense into those 
fellows. 


It was enough to make one's hair stand 
on end, though, to see an occasional head, 
with savage eyes in it, appear f r o m o a t 
of the swamp, when it was understood 
t h a t the owner of the head was just dy- 
ing to take a pot shot a t us. W e could 
see the federals in ambush on all sides, 
b u t n o t a shot was iired. 


W e 
took a 
trainload 
of 
Mexican 
refugees out and let them cross the lines 
established by General Maas. 
T suppose 
by the time y ou read this thev will all 
be carrying rifles against us. 


On the return I left the train 
while 
still four miles out and crossed over to 
our 
battery 
outposts 
among the sand 
hills, where almost every night thei'e is 
some 
firing.

Hot ? 
^Yhy, it is so hot in t h a t sand 
t h a t eggs could be fried in the sun. And 
all the inserts in the world 
have been 
mobilized there. 
The men are suffering 
severely from the vermin. 


The soldiers feel the lack of ice keenly. 
Ensign L. B. Ard. of the "\'ermont. was 
fired 
on 
from the ice plant 
before we 
raptured the city and he ordered his men 
to let go with the three-inch field piece 
on t h e building. 
The first shot 
went 
through the boiler. So we won't get a n y 
ice cream or anj'thing cold for a few 
days until it is repaired. 


I hear a lot of funny stories f r o m the 
soldier boys here. 
You know it requires 
a lot of nerve to stand up on the firing

The latest pnovision for helpless chil- 
dren has taken ihe form of nurseries for 
the care of children wliofse mothers are 
in the hospital^/ .Many iin illness has 
been majiic tv-xm-sc and mjiny a cure re- 
iaTx^od by tlie anxiety of t3ic mother -who 
carried "with her to tl"«o hospital the 
thought that i^he hnd c^ ne<jessily ¡eft 
her child in iiicompcteni or indifferent 
hands. 


Reports from fhe Grameroy Xui-sery 
in Nc"\v York city, "(vihicb i.s the first 
seeking to moeit 
this" emergency, are 
therefore, being cagerljy looked for. Its 
cxa.mple is likely to be follo"i\-ed in every 
large city T\iiere „simijar conditions ex- 
ist. I t is as tru« a jdifilanthropy for the 
mother as for the <'hiUI, and thus it will j 
prove a double blessing for the com- j 
munity. 
j 


Among thfise ^^•iho have beei: actively 
interested in the cslablishment of tlie 
Crramercy 2sursery "wsire Mrs. James B. 
Duke and Mrs. Ivinda: Lee Thomas, both 
of whom are prominent socially and have 
lent their influence to; many pond works. 
^J''hey were responsiW.le for the money 
that was needed to sta;rt the nursery, but 
after it was under -roay the important 
fjuestion of continued support demanded 
consider.ition. 


^Ir. Diike was a.niiong the first to meet 
this situfntion by pb'xlging a lih'^rnl donn- 
ti'in tr) tlie nursery. Tt is said that he 
agreed to donate .$5i.000 a year for five 
years. Then anotb.er man, equally known 
for his unostentat'ous cliarities, plecig^d 
1 similar suui. 
At i'he fol!o"wing meeting 
Df the Board of Mana^gers of the nursery 
Mrs. Duke, it is said, announced 
that 
Mr. Duke had volunteered to increase his 
donation to $10,000. and this sum "was 
to be an annual fixtajre for five yeara. 
This liberal donatio^ was all that was 
necessary to convijjce the Board of ^fan- 
Rgers that their nowe-st charities could 
steer a safe course through the shoal of 
iinance for five years at least, nnd all 
wore positive that long befoi-e the ex- 
piration of this period the r.sofulness of 
t.he nursery would have been so amply 
demonstrated that all the funds necei;- 
sary for its future conduct would be 
readily forthcoming. 


The nursery is housed in an old fash- 
ioned dwelling in the south side of Nine- 
teenth street and stands conspicuously 
forth in its fresh coating of paint. The 
bricks have been frcKliened to a vivid 
rod, and this augmented t y the pencil- 
ings of spotless "n-^hite. 
The stoop and 
balconies that jut from the doorway and 
windov.'s are of light green, making the 
structure easily discernible for a block 
or more distant. 


The interior is as spotless and attract- 
\ye as might be expected -when its design 
and decorations T\-ero in the hands of 
•women of such exquisite taste as Mrs. 
Thomas and Mrs. Duke. 
The -walls are 
of robin egg blue enamel. 
The Tvood- 
"work is of white and enamelled to a 
mirror like polish. 
^ 


On the first floor is a big parlor "where 
motiiers and their babies are received, 
as Trell as other visitors to the nursery. 
A big comfortable rear room on this 
floor has been fitted up as an office for 
Miss Rogers, the superintendent of tbe 
nursery, an-d here, too, the meetings of 
the Board of Managers are held. The 
room takes on more the appearance of a 
big and comfortalile living room than 
that of office or parlor. 


The second floor is Baby's own. Here 
he reigns supreme, and never was tliere 
-iaintier or more attractive realm for the 
Jittls one. no matter what the station of 
life he was bom into. A double ro-w of 
snowy cribs face eadh other, and their 
coverings are as dainty and immaculate 
as the fondest mother could wish. Bvery- 
tliing that pertains to hygiene and sani- 
tation haa been caref"ul]y Installed, and 
the charm of the long, ranging room is 
the total absenco of anything tawdry or 
cheap. The cribs and their coverings are 
the very best that money can procure. 
Tbe walla, done in robin egc blue, are 
lacking in any otber adornment, ^nd the 
spotlessly white trim to all vood-work 
accentuates the baby blue color scheme. 


At the lower end of the room, and 
apart from the row of cribs, stands a 
low pitched pen in which half a dozen 
infants can roll, kick or sprawl in gleo 
while tjhcir attendants are bent xipon 
other duties about the large apartment. 
In all, there are ten cribs and the pen, 
which will s a f e ^ a r d possibly oix more 
bafcies, but there is ample room for more 
cribc and another pea whten the de- 


mands upon the institution become more 
insistent. 


What "was orginally the front hall bed- 
room on the second floor has been con- 
verted into a perfectly appointed kitchen- 
ette, whore the foods for the infants are 
prepared. 
Gas burners are so arranged 
that the milk or potions for the little 
ones can bo heated at a second's notice 
and near by stands a tilwl ice box where 
the milk and other baby foods arc kept 
at the proper temperature. 
The 
rear 
hall room has been transfonncd into a 
beautifully 
appointed 
bathroom, and 
every devic> imaginable that tends to 
make a baby's bath luxurious as well as 
enjoyable is here found. 
.Sanitation is 
the keynote of this room, just as it is 
in the big nursery and kitchenette. 


O n ' t h e 
third floor arc the sleeping 
apartments of 3Iiss Rogers and her as- 
sistants, and bere too Miss Rogers has 
an office, whore she can be free from in- 
terruption while attending to her execu- 
tive duties, which are manifold. 


The many unfortunate mothers who 
are to profit by the existence of such an 
institution at the hour of their direst 
need are forever 
indebted to Mrs. 
Thomas, -^vho conceived the idea of such 
a charily. 
Mrs. Thomas has 
promi- 
nently identified herself "«ith work of 
this character for a long time and when 
.•^lie cast about for some institution upon 
which to lavish her thoughts, time and 
'money 
she found nothing so entirely 
satisfying as the idea of founding a 
nursery whereby tbe mother as well as 
the child could be benefited. 
She made 
an exhaustive study of the problem and 
early in her struggles interested 
Mrs. 
James B. Duke in (lie project. 


T o o t h e r they consulted many authori- 
ties on charitable institutions and after 
wcigliing carefully all the suggestions 
that Tvere offered they detei-mined that 
a nursery in -which only infants of moth- 
ers on the eve of entering a hospital 
should be admitted would prove a bless- 
ing to both. 


They consulted many 
other 
women 
who.se position in society was on a par 
with their own and all approached mani- 
fested a keen interest from the outset. 
Eiicb "Tvas ciigcr to lake an.active part in 
the organization of such an institution, 
hut this -v\-as not done until authorities 
on settlement and medical matters "were 
freely consulted. 


A 
roimd of the leading 
hospitals 
proved that the chief concern of hun- 
dreds nf poverty stricken mothers upon 
being taken to these wards was for the 
little ones they had left behind. 
Some 


of these infants had been intrusted to 
veritable 
strangers, 
while 
others had 
been left to the care of mere children— 
little 
brothers 
and sisters 
of the 
stricken, 
motherless 
household. The 
constant lament of these .poor women 
was that their infants were being neg- 
lected while tliey lay white, wan and 
powerless to aid them. 


In the course of a visit to Bellerue 
Hospital Mrs. Thomas and Mrs. Duke 
found many such cases and tihen and 
there determined 
that a nursery for 
babies so situated would prove a blessins 
to mothers and infants alike. One of the 
leading physicians of Bellevue "was con- 
sulted and his wise counsel proved of 
inestimable value to the women so bent 
on alleviating the mental and physical 
agony of their less fortunate sisters. I t 
.was further learned that more cases of 
this nature go to Bellevue than to any 
other like institution in the city and it 
was deemed expedient to locate the new 
nursery at a point convenient to thla 
hospital. 
While the nursery is nearer 
to Bellevue's portals than to any other 
hospital where the indigent are received, 
the nursery does not exclusively confine 
its inmates to babies whose mothers are 
in that hospital. 
Any worthy case Is 
taken care of as long as there is an empty 
crib in the nursery^ ^ e littl^Ones tUare 
housed are under tbe aknost 
constant 
medical supervision of Dr. Martin Good- 
win, of BelJevue Hospital. 
He makes 
several visits td the nursery each day 
and is always in easy call should he bli 
needed in the case of emergency. 


When tha orgariization was perfected- 
it was with this Board of Managers :— 
Mrs. Thomas, chairman; Mrs. Belmont 
TilfftDy» s«crett^jr aaA treasurer, and 


Mrs. James B. Duke, Mrs, Ogden L.

Morgan. 


Among the , more prominent and gen- 
erous of the nursery's supporters these 
might be mentioned :—^Mr. James B.

Just prior to leaving for îfiurope Mrs. 
Thomas told the writer for this paper 
of 
her early 
efforts in 
perfecting 
the organization of which she is so 
proud, 


"It was my original intention to estab- 
lish a day or night nursery;" 
Mrs. 
Thomas said, 
''But I soon realized that 
a broader field could be found,among 
the poor women suddenly stricken and 
forced to hurry from their squalid' homes 
to a hospital when they had neither the 
means nor time to find a suitable guard- 
ian for their little babies. 
There was 
something so appealing in this thought 
that I talked it over with my friends and 
tihey all agreed that no nobler or more 
far reaching charity could be conceived. 
Mrs. Duke became quite as enthuéiastic 
OS I was, and in an almost incredibly 
short time we found that the most 
prominent tVomen in N"ew York were 
ready and eager to join us in our project, 


"Where there is a -mil there is a way," 
and that old adage proved just as true 
in this case as in hundreds of others. 
We soon decided that after we had con- 
sulted the best autl|orities in the city the 
' quicker we got matters in a- concrete 
form tihe better. 
Funds came, in readily 
enough and »oon^ we' had more thal^^ 
enough to la;,- 
£oiui^Uon for the 


little institution which -vfe hope to see 
grow into one of the most far reaching 
and useful in this great city, where want 
and suffering so constantly stalk abroa^. 


"For the time being ,we will limit our 
beds to ten. 
Then, too, we decided that 
none but babies in good health should be 
admitted, for -sve do not want to start 
out^with a hospital list for our initial 
wards. 
As occasion warrants we may 
branch out, but at present we will con- 
fine our charges to ten, and as we sain 
experience we will be in that much bet- 
ter position to feel our way to bigger 
things. I don't think it would bo pos- 
sible for us to take care of more than 
twenty-five babies in our present quar- 
ters and we have no intention of moving 
to A lar^rer house for some time to come. 
Furthermore, we believe that in caring 
for twenty-five babies as they really 
should be cared for is quite a big enough 
undertaking for the time being, espe- 
cially in an institution which is really 
the pioneeir in its field, 


"There are few persons who will will- 
ingly take the responsibility of a w^ell 
baby while its mother is in the hospital. 
Children of the ages ranging fr.om ^ few 
montlis to five or six years require a 
great deal of attention. 
When a child 
learns to walk it has that 
intuitive 
sense of wanting to explore things, to 
learn more of the strange wonders of the 
new world which is opened to its hereto- 
fore narrow realm. 
They are constantly 
into this or that and if not carefully 
watched and cared for may be iiijured 
in some acddent, 


"Our 'frolicking pen' solves the prob- 
lem of the child who is 'just boiling over 
with rough and tumble energy,' With- 
out danger of peMonal injury, thfsy can 
roll and tuBile to t h t i j hearU' content/ 


There tliey dojipt even require the ser- 
vices of an attendant." The newspapers 
are filled with short accounts of trag- 
edies to little folk. Almost each day we 
read of a little girl or boy who falls out 
of a window—one who is severely buraed 
or one hurt while playing the streets. 
The solution to this apparently perplex- 
ing problem is attention. 


"Lack of care is responsible for the 
undersized, pale and delicate little chil- 
dren of our city. Oftentimes it is a 
case of improper food while they are de- 
veloping the fastest. 
Oftentimes it is 
unintentional j/r inevitable neglect on 
the part of a mother "wJio is forced to 
support herself and little ones. 
This 
condition is greatly ameliorated by day 
and night nurseries. 
Another case is 
where the mother is forced to go to a 
hospital. 
H^r baby is left bebind in in- 
different hands or w"ith relatives who 
know absolutely nothing of the care of 
a child; thi.s condition will be relieved, 
.that is partially so, by the Gramercy 
Nursery. 


"It is a conceded fact that worry is 
responsible for the death of many 
mothers who suffer from only trivial 
illnesses. 
To a.great extent our nursery- 
will alleviate this useless but inevitable

worry. 
I t is that instinctive motherly 
love that 
luses her to brood and long 
for her child while helpless and ill, J t 
becomes an obsession, and so much men- 
tal force is spent that the physical re- 
Eifitance ebbs and she dies. 


"Another question arises .-—'Will the 
little folk be happy in tihe hands of 
strangers without mother or kin with 
whom they are familiar." Just call s&me 
day at therGramewy Nursery and see 
for yourself. As you enter the front door 
you probably will hear squeals of joy 
and merry childish laughter coming from 
the rooms above. A baby likes company 
just as a grown person. 
They are con- 
genial with cach other; that is,'in nearly 
all cases. Occasionally a hefty little fel- 
low learns that he can "boss" Jhe rest 
by physical supremacy, but such a case 
is rare.

Augustus Carney, now known as "Uni- 
versal Ike," but who was called "Alkali 
Ike" before ho left the E'.ssanay Com- 
pany to join the Universal, is one of 
these. 
He almost inv.^riably takes the 
part of a cowboy—a worried, one hun- 
dred and five pound cowboy upon whom 
every one "picks." 
Through a" series of 
films, "Un iversiil Ike Has His Ups and 
Downs," "Universal Ike Has One Foot 
in the Grave" and several others, he 
leacis the same unhappy life, and it i.s 
only off the stage that his mode of living 
approaches anything that might be called 
pleasure. 


The part of the cowboy comes perfectly 
natural to Augustus Carney, for he came 
to the United States from Ireland whan 
a boy and settled down to a cowboy's 
life on his uncle's ranch. 
He worked 
there until he got "good and tired of 
saixe bru.sh and cactus and went out to 
see the world." He first found an outlet 
for his talent on the legitimate stage. 
IIo soon learned that life in motion.pic-- 
tures was nioro desirable, however, and 
went to Avork for the Kalem Company 
as an extra man. His ability lay secure- 
ly hidden under a bushel until he changed 
to the Essanay Company, where his fame 
spoil spread, rapidly.

There are several Irishmen among the 
funny men of the screen, and, like most 
Irishmen, they are very proud of the 
fact. Billy (^uirk, of the Vitagraph, who 
is never happy before the camera unless 
he is wearing the little straw hat w^hich 
has made him famous ; Edward O'Con- 
nor, of the Edison films, and Lee Moran, 
of the Universal, arc three of the best 
known.

LIKE malignant spirits, Lupo and 
Morello lurked in the dark and 
directed 
the 
movements 
of 
the 
paVna under them in the great 
counterfeiting scheme which was 
to make them wealthy and get 
them out of the difficulties into whichj 
fte 
Ignatz 
Florio 
Association 
had 
planged them. 
They took nu chances— 
at least they thought they took none— 
and certainly they were not in the dan- 
ger to which they exposed their aids. 


It was they who pulled'the strings and 
their puppets responded. 
Many of these 
men who carried out the plans of the 
leaders did not even know for whom 
they were working. 
Their system was 
mysterious, 
baffling, 
almost 
perfect. 
But there were flaws in it and the Secret 
Service found these flaws. 


Through my men I learned that an 
Italian from Corleone, Antonio Cecala 
by name, was the most trusted lieuten- 
ant of Lupo and Morello. 
He was the 
chief distributing agent of the counter- 
feit money. 
He made frequent trips to 
v-ajrious cities, establishing agencies for 
the circulation of the bilLs. 
It was he 
who appointed an agent in each place 
who was personally responsible to him. 
These agent:; did not come in contact 
rfith Lupo and Morello —in fact, did not 
know that they were in any way cou- 
lected with the scheme. 
'In order to facilitate his work Cecala 
ippointed six deputies, who in turn ap- 
pointed six others, and so on. 
It was 
lecessary for these deputies to Touch 
. kw any person before Cecala would al- 


low them to have any of the 
bogus 
money. 
When the deputies had given 
their O. K. to a request for money, Ce- 
cala made a report to Lupo and Morello, 
and if they in turn approved the bills 
would be delivered at the rate of one 


for the prisoner, even had he desired to 
testify against the counterfeiters, would 
not know that they were at the bottom 
of the whole affair. 
In fact, so far as 
theiie "pushers" were concerned, Lupo 
and Morello did not exist. 
I have no 


dollar 
for 
thirty-five 
cents 
in 
good |. doubt the names were unknown to some 


money. Thus the notes passed through at 
least three hands before they reached 
the purchaser, and sometimes the trans- 
action was even more complicated. 


The deputiefl were really "pushers of 
the queer" or distributors of counterfeit 
money, and it was tb»iy who did the bulk 
of the dangerous work and who ran the 
greatest chanccs of arrest. 
Many of 
these Jiien were known to us, but had 
wc apprehended them 
the V'ouivterfoit 
i:lant would have been closed and the 
leaders 
and 
their 
aids would 
escape. 
The arrest of a "puaher" -yvould have in 
no way Incriminated Lupo and MoieJlq, 


of them. 


Again, if arrested these men would not 
dare to incriminate any one above them, 
Cecala saw to that. To each of the depu- 
ties he gave warning that to betray any 
member of the Black Hand meant death, 
certain and swift. 
This warning was re- 
peated by the deputies to the men to 
whom they sold the counterfeit money. 


There were examples aplenty to make 
the waraing effective. 


While I was in Pittston, Pa., at work 
on my case against Lupo and Morello I 
heard of a mau named Sam Locino who 
knew Boscarini., ona o£ tba <iftnuti«< as^. 


pointed by Cecala. 
I had a little talk 
with lyocino. 
It ended by his telling me 
that Bosearinl had mgde sevePal trips to 
Pittston 
and had 
offered to sell 
him 
counterfeit money at the regular price 
charged by the Lupo-Morello gang. 


The moment Ix)cino mentioned BovSca- 
rini's name I knew immediately that he 
was talking of the man standing next to 
Cecala himself with the leaders. 
I be- 
lieved that if I could trap this Boscàrini 
I would be just so much closer' to the 
leaders, and I believed that I could do 
it without frightening them off and with- 
out letting them know that I so much as 
suspected them. 


Accordingly 
at 
my direction 
Locino 
wrote to Boscarini in the Sicilian dia- 
lect, asking for a sample of the counter- 
feit money and suggesting that if it was 
a good enough imitation he could pass 
some of it in Pittston. 


I myself took the letter to the post 
office and registered it in the presence 
of the Mayor of the city and the Chief 
of Police. 
On the same train which car- 
ried the letter I went to New York. 


One of 
my operatives 
was 
present 
when Boscarini received the letter and 
signed for it. 
\ 


From 
that hour he was 
shadowed. 
Next day he went to ii sub-post office in 
the Bowery and purchased a special de- 
livery and a two-cent stamp. 
So close 
did the Secret Service man stand 
to 
Boscarini in the post office that 
he 
saw him place the stamps on the en- 
velope upside down and wa? able to 
read the return address he had written 
on the envelope as he dropped It in the 
chute. 
This return address, by the way, 
was a fictitious one. 


Again I travelled on the same train 
with the letter, this time to Pittston, 
where I went wiih Locino to the post 
office, and he claimed the letter, which 
had 
been sent general delivery. 
H e 
opened it in my presence and found in- 
side a, counterfeit two dollar and five 
dollar bill, of the kind manufactured by 
the Lupo-Morello band. 


Loeino showed fear when I 
wanted 
him to go to New York to meet Bos- 
carini, but I persuaded him that it was 
best for him. 
I gave him $35 to buy 
$100 in counterfeit money 
from Bos- 
carini. 
The genuine hills MPere marked, 
altljough Locino did not know i t 
This 
was to identify them if they wew in th« 


possession of any of the men I contem- 
plated arresting. 


Always under the eyes of the Secret 
Service, Locino met Boscarini at 
the 
corner of Mulberry and Prince streets, 
and 
after a 
short 
conservation 
thoy 
agreed 
to meet again the same 
day. 
After leaving liocino, Boscarini 
went 
directly to the store of Lupo and Mo- 
rello in East Ninety-seventh street. This 
store was the headquarters for, the dis- 
tribution of the spurious notes, as I well 
knew, though for the reasons I hai'e 
often repeated I was, not ready to raid 
the place or arrest the leaders of tlie 
band. 


In the windows of the store there were 
piled many boxes of macaroni, and be- 
hind these Morello, Cecala and 
Lupo 
held many secret conforenceg. 
Some- 
times other trusted members of the so- 
ciety were present, but the conferences, 
no matter how important, never lastiKi 
more 
than 
fifteen 
minutes, 
for 
too 
lengthy conversations might excite sus- 
picion. 


The small Italian grocers of the dis- 
trict were forced to buy their supplies 
at this store. 
If they did not their es- 
tablishments were in danger of being 
wrecked 
by bombs or burned. 
Even 
worse, their children might be kidnapped 
or themselves slain. By intimidating the 
local grocers into trading at their whole- 
sale store, Lupo and Morello accom- 
plished a double purpose. 
They swelled 
their 
so-called 
legitimate 
profits 
and 
were able to get yid of some of the coun- 
terfeit money. 


Boscarini Again met Locino after the 
conference in Mulberry street and he re- 
ceived from the hands of Boscarini a roll 
of bills. 
Later they were found to be 
counterfeits of the same make ag those 
sent to him in the letter. 
At intervals of 
a week Locino journeyed to New York [ 
and purchased more of the bogus money, 
always paying for it with bills wMch I 
iiad secretly marked. 


When

enough to convict Bo,scapini and others 
I proposed to Locino that lie should go 
on the stand to testify against them.

street, and when the letter was returned 
there they declared tliat they knew no 
person by the name of Giuseppe Conti, 
and that he had never lived there^ 
The 
letter could mît possibly have been sent 
from that address, they said. 


The postmau had nothing to do but to 
take it away with him again, for no one 
in the Prince street place would accept it. 


It was addressed to Andrea 
Pollara, 
Portage La Prairie, Manitoba, Canada. 
In it was a counterfeit five dollar bill, 
which was evidently a sample asked for 
by the man who called himself Andrea 
Poliara. The writer of the letter advised 
Pollara to buy five cents' worth of gn- 
Ciria and rub the bill and his hands wjth 
it 
Griciria is a Black Hand term for 
glycerine, which, when rubbed on a new 
Lunterfeit bill, gives it a remarkably 
natural appearance of age. 
The letter 
which was written in Sicilian o l ^ e ä h j 
T y i n g that if PoUara thought the bills 
would go well he might have as many as 


he wished. 


My problem was to find the writer of 
the letter, and I hoped to c o n n u t him 
with either Morello or Lupo. 
This is 
how we went about it-showing the great 
amount of detail work involved in run- 
nin.r down criminals of this type. 


The note was signed with the inititals 
"I 
P." ' It 
-«'as 
a 
registered 
letter, 


s e a l e d "with black 
wax, stamped 
with 
the name "F. Acritelli, No. 243 Elizabeth 
street." 
The cancellation mark showed 
that it had been mailed at substation 
No. 78, which is in the Italian bank of 
Pasquale 
Pati, 
in 
No. 240 
Elizabeth 
street;' 
This was just across the street 
from Acritelli's, where the letter had been 
sealed. 
; 


The initials with which the letter was 
signed were those of Pietrc 
Inzerillo, 
who ke'pt a café at No. 226 Elizabeth 
street, in the same block with the place» 
where the letter bad been . lealed and 


concerned in the counterfeiting. 


Investigation showed me that Andrea 
Follara was a laborer in a railroad camp 
at Fortage la Prairie and I soon learned 
that he was the agent for the counter- 
foiicrs and had been sent there to in- 
vestígalo the camp as a field in which to 
set- rid of some of the spurious money. 
When 
the 
letter 
to PoUara 
reached 
Portage la Prairie the camp had moved 
to another place and so the letter waa 
returned to the addres.<3 on the back. 
The fact that It was refused caused it 
tOifall into my hands. 


I'^irther investigation showed me that 
the agent in Canada had only assumed 
Ü10 name PoIIara and that he was really 
Salvatore Maccari, who lived with hig 
wife in New York city. 


Secret service men immediately went 
ou the trail of Maccari. Meantime the 
barrel 
murder 
occurred 
and 
among 
otJiers 
Lupo was aiTested. 
WTiile ha 
was in custody his house was searche«^ 
and there was found a letter postmarked 
Portage La Prairie, addressed to Pietra 
Inzerillo, No. 226 Elizabeth street. 
It 
was dated September 4, 1902. In the let- 
ter ihe writer asked to be remembered 
to Ignaxio (referring to Lupo), and re- 
quested him to eond five dollars. 
Thia 
was evidently the letter in respotLse to 
which the Follara letter was written and 
tho specimen bill sent. 
Although 
the 
letter was signed Salvatore Matisi, an- 
other alias of Maccari, it asked that the 
money be addressed to Andrea Follara. 


On Lupo's person was found a note 
book in which waa an entry, "S. Matisi, 
sent to Canada $5.00, to his wife, $5.00, 
ditto $4.00. 


This book was taken to the handwrife« 
ing expert who examined the Poliara let»- 
^ ^ 
tei: and the customs statement of L u p « 
and it was declared by him that the en- 
tries were written by the sapie hand 
—Lupo's. 
W e were on the warm trail 
of the wolf. 


.Agents of the secret service followed 
Maccari 
from Canada 
to New 
York 
without him so much as guessing that we 
knew of his existence. 
When all waa 
ready he was arretted in his home, No, 
James street, and in his apartment 
ware found many letters written from 
Port.age La Prairie and addressed 
to 
Andrea Pollara. 
These lett?i-s were rich 
m what we call "rivetinsT evidence." 


Maccari denied that he knew Lupo or 
Morello. He said that never had he seen 
any counterfeit money, 
to his 
knowl-' 
edge, either in America or in Italy or 
Canada. 


With a great show of emotion he made 
the sign of the cross and swore that he 
^ u l d not read or write^and that all hia 
statements were true. Fear of the Black 
tiand was strong within him. 
The man 
in the barrel was fresh in his memory. 
It was not until Mac<?ari felt that th« 
grip of the law was more terrible than 
the mailed f:st of the Black Hand that 
he told the truth.

mark as did the billheads which Lupo 
used. 
The envelope which contained the 
letter and was returned to Prince street 
was of the same make as envelopes found 
iu the café of Pietro Inaerillo.

Y second article, treating of the 
factors that to-day control the bids, 
furnishes a coincidence an equal to 
which will be found with difficulty. 
The 
same day 
a loading 
newspaper—there 
was occasion previously to refer to it 
—published an ex])ort's synopsis of 
a 
game in Nassau, Bahamas. 
The bid- 
ding had run to 3 clubs. 
The expert 
then said 3 no trumps, "realizing the mo- 
ment the words were out of my month 
that two would have been sufficient, 
''esult, 3 no trumps set by one. 
The 
^listake lost the plaj*. 
That same date 
my arguments appeared proposing bids 
by rank only, to avoid frequent mistakes 
and confusion, when a compound, tricks 
with trick value, rules the final decision. 


Among the many questions come to 
hand, most frequently occurs the one. 
Why do you say negative suit-bids are 
not practicable? 
Mind, I do not say they 
cannot be played—only that they are nqt 
likely to establish themselves against pos- 
itive suit-trumpers. 


I shall endeavor to clear up this point. 
Making a pos'Uve suit-declaration, like 
ciuD, diamond, &c., you advertise your 
hand as holding a commanding position 
with that suit, some 5 or 6 sure tricks. 
YouP partner t^ould take 2 tricks; he 
should have a trick and a raiser, ajUeast^ 
to go better in your selection; or try his 
own, if more promising, or as a warn- 
ing. 
With a negative declarqjtion in a 
suit, the fact is announced of j'our being 
blank in that suit. 
As a negative no- 
trumper, your hand possesses four times 
the chances of making good to the one 
chance as a negative suit-trumper. 


Being yourself without that suit, the 
thirteen cards lie between the two oppo- 
ceatB and your partner. If between the 


former, they will not fail to overcall* 
you—the positive 
bid outweighing 
the 
negative, 
besides 
having 
given 
awny 
your weak point for no purpose. 
If 
your partner holds tie 
suit you bid 
minus in; he must bid it as a suit- 
trumper, positively. 


A negative declaration in no-trumps 
simply states general weakness, perhaps 
a long suit with top cards, but mostly 
cards below the seven spot; also single- 
ton or blank. 
Not sufficiently strong 
for a suit-bid, the proper management of 
discards of high or "free lance" cards 
will relieve you and help putting the 
tricks unto adversaries. 
Minus a suit 
means no aia on your side, all for the 
other side. 
It would best be omitted.

Bring Talcs of Ruin. 


Terror-stricken people rushed 
from 


the villages into Catania before day- 
break, bringing stories of ruin and <1is- 
fteter. Their reports caused thn author- 
ities to take immediate steps to start 
measures >of relief. 


The army, the navy and the civilian 


authorities received orders from Rome to 
render mutual aid in the work of reset..-. 
The aid of the Red Cross was quickly 
enlisted. 
Interruption of railroads «n<i 


telegraphs made it impossible to obtain 
Rny accurate details as to tho loss of 
life.Bailors, soldiers, fin-men, priests and 
private individuals worked together in 
bringing succor.

oughfare. Before the advent of the au- 
tomobile, the curve wan not as objec- 
tionable as it is now. 


Team-drawn vehicles traveled 
much 


slower and there was le«s danger of col- 
lision than with power vehicles, and the 
big bend did not present the elements of 
danger it now possesses. Auto owners 
»re especially benefited by the change. 


When the road was built many yearn 


ago there was a stream in the little fiejta 
about which the road bends that cut so 


many uncalled for and rather odd gura- j there is n steep hill. A cut made at the I 
tions that the builders thought it morn time the road was built placed the bed; 
expeditious to build around and across it. 


If the road had been built as it is 


now projected it would have been nccea* 
•sary to have crossed the stream three 
times, necessitating, of course, three 
bridges. 


It apparently never occurred to the 


road builders of that day that it. was 
possible to change the course of the 
stream, :ind this has just been done at a 
cost much less than that of constructing 
the road nround the delta. 


Picture Shows Windings. 


One of the illustrations shows 
the 


windings of the original stream and the 
straightened channel and the bridge that 
is being constructed across it. 
Fortu- 


nately there, have been no very serious 
accidents at the curve, but there have 
.been some mighty narrow escapes. 


The Leo road runs 
northeast 
and 


southwest and at the southwest approach 


between two lulls, and it is impossible; 
for persons approaching to see each other 
until they arc, to use a common expres- 
sion, "'right on top of uach other.'' 


The hills axe to be cut away and used 


for filling in the new roadbed, which will 
very naturally cut the grade to a mini- 
mum, fn addition to the auto drivers the 
motorcycle riders will have cause to be 
glad that the curve is to be eliminated. 


In the early days when bicycle riding 


was a fad there were :i great many spills 
on this curve. The machines of that day 
were not controlled Ity the coaster brake 
of the present and once started the rider 
had to trust life and limb to skill and 
luck. 


Contemplated Some Time. 


This change had been contemplated foi" 


some time and was delayed by lack of 
funds to carry out the improvement. A 
start was made a. couple of years ago by 


the people living on thn road and a lit-! 
tie actual work was done, but interest 
lagged and it wan abandoned.

Vera Cruz, Mexico, May 0.—It's great 


to have a few minutes of quiet wfety in 
Ver Cruz after the exhilarating trip 
across the enemy's lines that I just ex- 
perienced. 
Dodging bullets is far from 


being as pleasant as it sounds, and when 
those bullets are the long, pencil-like 
Mausers that go through one as a piece 
of barb wire, much of the pleasure of 
avoiding contact with them is lost in 
contemplation of the possibilities. 


Vera Cruz was too qtiiet for me this 


morning. As I write this in tho even- 
ing it seems to be the nicest place in 
the world. For this has been the most 
exciting day of my life. 


I made a trip yesterday to our out- 


posts, six miles from Vera. Cruz, and 
crossed over the federal lines under a 
lag of truce. 
Lieutenant Fletcher, of 


Florida, was in charge ot our party and 
we were all unarmed. 


We went _by train to the end of the 


track and then hiked two miles over the 
roadbed where the federals had torn up 
the track to frustrate an American ad- 
vance. 


There we met Maj. Joso Hernandez, 


and for once the Mexicans respected our 
flag of truse (in this instance an old bath 
towel). With the Mexicans it's a regu- 
lar and bloody pastime to draw out a 
party under a flag of truce and then pro- 
ceed to massacr* them where they stand. 
But I think in the past few days we have 
shot quite a little horse sense into those 
fellows. 


It was enough to make one's hair stand 


on end, though, to see an occasional head, 
with, savage eyes in it, appear from out 
of the swamp, when it wan understood 
that the owner of the head ^"as just dy 
ing to tskc a pot shot at us. Wp could 
see'the federals in ambush on all sides, 
but not a shot was fired.

refugees out and lot them cross the lines 
established by General Maas.

According to refugees, fire In some 


places completed tli« work of destruction 
and hindered tho efforts of the rescuers. 
One of tho evidences of the severity ol 
the series of shocks is seen along the 
roadsides, whers hundreds of telegraph 
poles Tvere overturned. 
Half a mile of 


railroad track wan turned topsy-turvy 
near the village of Manga no. 


Hushing Work of Relief. 


Prefect Minervini, of Catanin. anrl all 


the officials under his superintendence 
were called together 
before 
daybreak 


this morning and received orders to do 
their utmost to aid the afflicted 
in- 


habitants. They have sinw been wnrk- 
irig indefatigablr. 
The soldiers in the 


district are aiding in the endeavor to 
rescue those still alive beneath the ruins 
and to extricate, the dea.d from the de- 
brig. All available nurses were mobil- 
ized today and are assisting in gather- 
ing the 
homeless 
and 
the 
children. 


Temporary shelter is being provided hera 
for the refugees. 


Along the principal highways In the 


Stricken district the scene ol desolation 
was heartrending this morning. Groups 
of refugees were frequently '^countered. 
Many of these were burdened with im- 
provised litters made of branches of 
trees and bush»s, on which they were 
carrying injured and dying relatives to 
the' temporary surgical ptnl.inns estab- 
lished by the surgeons and nurses.

istry in that institution.

time he has gone on studying while 
prayers have been offered for him by 
people in every section of the globe. He 
stands among the leaders of his class 
At Woodstock. 
His fellow scholastics 


read to him and he easily remembers 
what he hears. He has learned all the 
prayers said by a priest at muss and 
has mastered the ceremonies in the 
various services of the church.

Wessling has been a member of the 
Jesuit order fourteen years.

Decessary to convince the Hoard of Man- 
agers that their newest charities could I 
steer a safe course through the shoal of \ 
finance for five years at le:ist, and all 
were positive that long before the ex- I 
piration of this period the usefulness of \ 
the nursery would have been so amply 
demonstrated that all the funds neces- 
sary for its future conduct would be 
readily forthcoming.

In the coursn of a visit to Bcllevue 


Hospital Mrs. Thomas and Mrs. Duke 
found many such cases and then and 
there determined that a nursbry for 
babies so situated would prove a blessing 
to mothers nnd infants alike. One of the 
leading physicians ot Bellc.vue was con- 
sulted and hia wise counsel proved of 
inestimable value to the women so bent 
on alleviating the mental and physical 
agony of their less fortunate sisters. It 
was further learned that more cases of 
this nature go to Bellorue than to any 
other like institution in the city and it 
was deemed expedient to locate the new 
nursery at a point convenient to this 
hospital. While the nursery is nearer 


mothers and their babies are received, 
as well as other visitors to the nursery. 
A big comfortable rear room on this 
floor has been fitted up as an office for 
Miss Rogers, the superintendent of the 
nursery, and here, too, the meetings of 
the Board of Managers arc held. The 
room takes on more the appearance of a 
big nnd comfortable living room than 
that of office or parlor.

"It was my original intention to estab- 


lish a day or night nursery," Mrs. 
Thomas said. "But I soon realized that 
a broader field could be found among 
(he poor women suddenly stricken nnd 
forced to hurry from their squalid homes 
to a hospital when they had naithcr the 
means nor time to find a suitable guard- 
ian for their little babies. There was 
something so appealing in this thought. 
that I talked it over with my friends and 
they nil agreed that no nobler or more 
far reaching charily could he conceived. 
MrH. Duke became quite as enthusiastic 
as I -\vfts, and in an almost incredibly 
short time we found that the most 
prominent women in New York wore 
ready and eager to join us in our project. 


''Where there is a will there is a way," 


and that old adage proved just ns true 
in this ciuin as in hundreds of others. 
We soon decided that after we had con- 
sulted the best authorities in the city the 
quicker we got. matters in a coiurrotc 
form tho better, Funds came in readily 
enough nnd noon we hnd more than 
enough to lay. the foundation for the 


little institution which we hope to see 
grow intw one of the most far reaching 
mid useful in Ibis great city, when: want 
and suffering .so constantly .stalk abroad. 


"For tho time being .we will limit our 


beds to leu. Then, too, we decided that 
none but, babies in good health should be 
admitted,. for we do not want to start 
our. with a hospital list for our initial 
wards. As occasion warrants we may 
branch out, but at present we will con- 
fine, our charges to ten, and as ive "ain 
experience we will be in that much bet- 
ter position to feel our way to bigger 
things. 1 don't think it would be pos- 
sible for us to take care of more than 
twenty-five babies in our present quar- 
ters and we have no intention o£ moving 
to a larger house for some tijne to come. 
Furthermore, -\ve believe that in caring 
for twenty-five babies ns they really 
should be cnred for is quite a big enough 
undertaking for the time being, espe- 
cially in an institution which is really 
tho pioneer in its field. 


"There arc few persons who will will- 


ingly take the responsibility of a well 
baby while its mother is in the hospital. 
Children ot the ages ranging from a few 
months to five or six years require a 
great; deal of attention. 
AVhen a child 


learns to walk 
it has that intuitive 


sense of wanting to explore things, to 
loarn more of the strange wonders of the 
now world which is opened to its hereto- 
fore narrow realm. They are constantly 
into this or that.and if not carefully 
watched and cared for may be injured 
in some accident. 


"Our 'frolicking pen' solves the prob- 


lem of the child who is 'just boikng over 
with rough and tumble energy.' With- 
out, danger of personal injury they can 
roll and tussle to their hearts' content. 


There they do not even require the ser- 
vices of an attendant. The newspapers 
arc filled vVith short accounts of trag- 
edies to little folk. Almost each day we 
read of a little girl or boy who falls out 
of a. window—one who is severely burned 
or one hurt while playing the streets. 
The solution to this apparently pcrplei- 
ing problem is attention. 


"Lack of care is responsible for the 


undersized, pule und delicate little, chil- 
dren of our city. Oftentimes it. is a 
case of improper food while they arc de- 
veloping the fastest. 
Oftentimes it is 


unintentional or inevitable, neglect on 
the part of a. mother who is forced' to" 
support herself and little -ones. This 
condition ij greatly ameliorated by day 
nnd night nurseries. 
Another ease, is 


where the mother is forced to go to ft 
hospital. Her baby is left behind in in- 
different hands or with relatives who 
know absolutely nothing of tho caro of 
a. child; thi.s condition w 
;ill ho relieved, 


that is partially so, by the Gramercy 
Nursery. 


"It is a conceded fact that worry is 


responsible 
for

mothers who suffer from only trivial 
illnesses. To n great extent nur nursery"' 
will alleviate this useless but inevitable

strangers without mother or kin with 
whom they are familiar." Just call some 
day at the Gramercy Xursery and sec 
for yourself. As you enter the front door 
you probably will hear squeals of joy 
and merry childish laughter coming from 
the rooms above.' A baby likes company 
just as a grown person. 
They arc con- 


genial with each other; that is. in nearly 
all cases. Occasionally a hefty little fei- 
low learns that he can "boss4' the rest 
by physical supremacy, but suoh a case 
is rare. 


"It is surprising to note what a strict j

They are easily appealed to when on« 
knows how to approach them, and usu- 
ally a word dropped here and there will 
quickly drive away nil traces of a bad 
disposition.

Through my men I learned that an j 


Italian from Corleone, Antonio Cceala 
by name, was the most trusted liouten- j 
ant of Lupo and-Morcllo. lie was the ; 
chief distributing agent of the counter- ;• 


pointed by Cecnlii. 
I bud a little talk 


with I.orino. It ended by his tolling me. 
thnt Bopcarini had made several trips to 
Plrrston nnd had offered to sell him 
counterfeit money at the regular price 
chnrgfd by the Lupo-Morello gang. 


The moment Loeino mentioned Bosca- 


rini's name I knew immediately that he 
wns talking of the m«n standing next to 
Ceeala himself with the leaders. 
I be- 


lieved that if I could trap this Boscarini 
I would be just ao much closer to the 
leader*, nnrl I believed that I could do 
it without frightening them off and with- 
out letting them know that I so much as 
SHRpected them.

.Making a pos'-Hve suit-declaration, like 
CIUD, diamond, <xc., -you advertise your 
hand as holding a commanding position 
witii that suit, some 5 or 0 sure tricks. 
Yonp partner would take 2 tricks; he 
should have n trick and a raiser, at least, 
to go better in your selection; or try bis 
own, if more promising, or as a warn- 
ing. 
With a negative declaration in a 


suit, the fact is announced of your being 
blank in that suit. 
As n negative no- 


trumper, your hand possesses four times 
the chances of making good to the one 
chance as a negative siiit-trumper. 


Being yourself without tha'. suit, the 


thirteen cards lie between the two oppo- 
ociits and your partner. It between the 


former, they will not fail to overcall 
you—the positive bid outweighing the 
negative, besides having given 
away 


your weak point for no purpose. 
If 


your partner holds C.e suit you bid 
minus in; he must bid itxas a suit- 
trumper, positively. 


A negative declaration in no-trumps 


simply states general weakness, perhaps 
a Irag suit wit!) top cards, but mostly 
cards below Ihe seveh spot: also single- 
ton or blank. 
Not sufficiently strong 


for a suit-bid, the proper management of 
discards of high or "free lance" cards 
will relieve you and help, putting the 
tricks unto adversaries.
